2 Million in Dixie

ATLANTA (AP)—Civil rights 
organizations are making slow, 
steady headway in a voter drive 
that might push Negro registra­ 
tion in the South to two million 
before the November election. 
An Associated Press survey 
shows there are about 1.75 mil­ 
lion Negro voters in ll South­ 
ern states where white voters 
number 12.8 million. 
White registration continues 
to increase just about enough to 
offset Negro gains. 
The ratio of white to Negro 
voters remains at about 88-12 in 
the states surveyed — Alabama, 
Arkansas, 
Florida. 
Georgia, 
Louisiana, 
Mississippi, 
North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Ten­ 
nessee, Texas and Virginia. 
Where 
no 
official 
records 
were available, estimates were 
made by state officials, party 
leaders and civil rights spokes­ 
men. 
Main targets of the Negro 
registration drive are seats in 
the U.S. House and Senate and 
the presidential election. 
“You are liable to spoil that 
lineup of Southern senators.” 
Roy Wilkins, executive secre­ 
tary of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People, told NAACP delegates 
to a regional meeting in Macon, 
Ga. 
In Virginia, the drive is aim­ 
ing at the 4th Congressional 
District where attorney S. W. 
Tucker, a Negro, is in the run­ 
ning. 
Dr. Martin Luther King esti­ 
mates potential Negro voting 
strength at 5.5 million in the 
South—where Negroes comprise 
22 per cent of the population. 
In Texas, Democrats, Repub­ 
licans and Latin • American or­ 
ganizations joined with Negroes 
in a pay-your-poll tax campaign. 
Negro leaders estimated that 
40,000 to 90,000 Negroes have 
been registered since 1960.

The higher salary structure 
had the strong support of the 
House

and the Johnson 
administra­ 
tion. It was scaled to boost 
those in the top levels 22.5 per 
cent and those on the lower 
rungs 3 per cent on the theory 
that the government can retain 
top people only by making their 
pay competitive with private in 
dustry. 
However, this is an election 
year, and while the voter may 
favor a $450 raise for his post­ 
man he may look askance at a 
$10,000 boost for his congress 
man. Besides, the administra­ 
tion has filled the air with talk 
of economy. 
Still, Democratic and Repub­ 
lican leaders were certain that 
if the House members did not 
have to go on record the $545 
million bill would be passed. As 
the day wore on, provisions 
calling for increases for differ 
ent groups of government work­ 
ers were approved on lopsided 
nonrecorded votes. 
When the 
critical vote on 
over all passage was imminent, 
a long-time economy champion 
Rep. H.R. Gross, R-lowa, de 


manded a roll call. This would 
force every House member to 
go on record on a pay boost for 
himself and would tell the voter 
how his congressman voted. 
Gross’ move turned the tide 
Although a little while earlier 
the House had voted 125-37 to 
keep congressional pay increas­ 
es in the bill, now 136 Republi­

Thousands of flood - weary 
refugees in the Cincinnati area 
waited for the big Ohio River 
to crest today and begin to fall. 
The river was to have crested 
at 66.2 feet during the night 
—slightly below the predicted 
crest, but still higher than any 
time since 1945. The Weather 
Bureau said the waters should 
recede to below 65 feet by Sat­ 
urday and 62.5 feet by Sunday 
morning. 
President Johnson planned a 
stop at Cincinnati this afternoon 
to confer with Ohio, Indiana and 
Kentucky 
governors 
on 
the 
flood situation. 
The river has remained al­ 
most stationary at the 66-foot 
mark the last two days at Cin­ 
cinnati, where flood stage is 52 
feet. 
Forecasters said a chance of 
showers was seen for the week­ 
end but they will have little or 
no effect on the river. 
The trail of flood destruction 
cannot be estimated fully until 
the hundreds of persons chased 
from their homes can return. 
But the damage, officials say, 
will be millions of dollars. 
Twenty-two counties in Ohio 
affected by the flood have been 
declared disaster areas by the 
federal Small Business Admin­ 
istration. 
Owners 
of 
homes, 
business and charitable institu­ 
tions can apply for 3 per cent 
loans to try and repair the flood 
damage. 
The Red Cross still was pro­ 
viding aid for flood victims and 
called in 200 national staff work­ 
ers to assist victims in four 
other states. Relief operations 


for the Red Cross are in Cin­ 
cinnati. 
The river crested at several 
places upstream from Cincin­ 
nati Thursday and late Thurs­ 
day night. It started a decline 
at 
Portsmouth 
after 
halting 
there at 61 feet, more than a 
foot short of earlier crest pre­ 
dictions. 
But many West Side Ports­ 
mouth residents still were iso­ 
lated by high waters and the 
Post Office Department, was us­ 
ing boats to keep up mail de­ 
liveries. 
At New Richmond, residents 
were waiting for the river to fall 
so they could start the huge 
cleaning-up process. All of the 
village’s streets, including the 
business district, were under 
water.

ROME (AP)—After 20 to 30 
centuries, Italy’s greatest gold­ 
mine is still the buried archae­ 
ological treasures of its fabled 
past. 
The take each year is fabu­ 
lous—in priceless finds for mu­ 
seums and hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars in contraband 
for smugglers. 
Found in the past few months 
hive been the long lost Greek 
colony of Sybaris, whose danc­ 
ing horses led to the downfall 
of a luxury-loving populace, and 
the mystery mummy girl of 
Grottarossa whose body after 
1,800 years still is scented with 
the perfume of an unknown art 
of embalming. 
Still sought were Spina, last 
mystery city of the long dead 


Etruscans, a Rosetta stone clue 
to translation of the still un­ 
readable 
Etruscan 
language, 
and relics of the Greek warfleet 
that sank 2,376 years ago at 
Siracusa 
(Syracuse) 
in 
the 
greatest naval defeat in his­ 
tory. 
Under Italian law all arch- 
chaeologic objects—the old or 
the newly discovered—are prop­ 
erty of the state. 
That was prompted by neces­ 
sity. A few centuries ago noble 
Roman families hauled away 
statues and whole buildings of 
ancient Rome to decorate their 
villas. 
In far southern Italy aerial 
photographs 
finally 
disclosed 
the outlines of what Italian arch­ 
aeologists arc convinced is long 


lost Sybaris. Digging has just 
started. 
Sybaris was the Greek colony 
whose late to bed and late to 
rise habits made Sybarite a 
synonym for voluptuous living. 
It was founded by the Greeks 
in 720 B.C. and was danced to 
doom 2,500 years ago by its per­ 
forming horses. 
The 
Sybarites 
had 
trained 
them to dance to music as en­ 
tertainment at the nightly wine 
fetes. When Sybaris was at­ 
tacked by its poorer and weaker 
neighbor Croton, the Crotonians 
won by a trick. 
When the famed Sybarite cav­ 
alry 
charged 
their 
infantry 
ranks, 
the 
Crotonian 
band 
played dance music and the 
charge broke into chaos as the 
Sybarite horse* pranced and 


pirouetted to the tune. 
The latest major find was the 
mystery mummy of a girl of 7 
or 9, dug up amazingly after 18 
centuries at Grottarossa, just 
north of Rome. 
The embalming process, with 
a fluid still fragrant after the 
centuries, is believed to be Ori­ 
ental or Egyptian. The theory 
is that the child was the daugh­ 
ter of a Roman consul in the 
east, that she died there and 
was embalmed so that her body 
could be brought home for bu­ 
rial. 
American archaeologists, par­ 
ticularly from Princeton Uni­ 
versity and the University of 
Pennsylvania, 
have 
taken 
a 
prominent part in the excava­ 
tions in Italy.

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Turkey Issues Ultimatum 
To Greek Cypriot Chiefs 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP)—Tur­ 
key issued an ultimatum to the 
Greek Cypriot government of 
Cyprus today,’ warning that it 
would take unilateral action un­ 
less a cease-fire was put in 
force throughout the island and 
all acts against the Turkish Cyp­ 
riot community were stopped. 
The ultimatum, which carried 
the implied warning of a Turk­ 
ish invasion of Cyprus, was con­ 
tained in a note delivered today 
to the government of Greek 
Cypriot President Makarios by 
the Turkish Embassy in Nicosia. 
The note had been given to 
the U.S., British and Greek am­ 
bassadors in Ankara, the Turk­ 
ish capital, Thursday night. 
Turkey said if its conditions 
were not met imdediately, it 
would intervene under the 1960 
treaty of guarantee which ac­ 
companied the independence of 
Cyprus from Britain. 
The treaty empowers Britain, 
Greece or Turkey to intervene 
unilaterally to preserve the con­ 
stitution of Cyprus. Makarios’ 
desire to remove the constitu­ 
tion’s veto powers for the Turk­ 
ish Cypriot minority is at the 
root of the Cyprus crisis and the 
civil war between the island’s 
two communities. 
Reports that Turkish naval 
units had taken aboard troops 
and marines Thursday at Isken- 
derun, IOO miles north of Cy-

Canadian Foreign Secretary 
Paul Martin flew from Ottawa 
to New York to give Thant per­ 
sonal assurance Canada would 
participate in the U.N. force and 
would also pay for transport­ 
ing and maintaining Canadian 
troops. 
Martin said French - Canadi­ 
ans of the Royal 22nd Regiment 
at Camp Valcartier, Que., would 
leave for Cyprus as soon as one 
more country joined the force 
and the Canadian Parliament 
proved Canada’s participation.

A Red Is a Red 


Britain has a theory on “fat” and 
“skinny” communists. “We have al­ 
ways felt the more comfortable one 
(communist) is, the less likely he is to 
be a fanatical communist,” said Prime 
Minister Douglas-Home, as a partial 
justification for the continuance of Bri­ 
tish trade with Cuba. 
Hie basis of the theory is that a sat­ 
isfied communist, a “fat” one, is less 
dangerous than a communist in need 
of many things, a “skinny” one. 
The British, in their thinking, are 
making a direct casual relationship 
between wealth and revolutionary fer­ 
vor as enunciated in communist do­ 
mestic and foreign policy. This is fal­ 


lacious. Too many other factors are in­ 
volved. 
The fanaticism, or lack of it — the 
character — of the force used to im­ 
plement communism, is part and par­ 
cel of a communist nation’s national 
and international policies. This hinges 
on factors such as internal politics, 
leadership, national defenses — a n d 
economics. 
All these factors contribute to the de­ 
meanor of policy, fanatical or agres- 
sive. To fatten a communist nation 
through legitimate trade in hope that it 
will lessen revolutionary fervor could 
lead to a form of international black­ 
mail — “you trade with us and w e’ll 
be more orthodox.”

NEW YORK (AP)—About the 
worst thing that could befall 
the American economy on Fri­ 
day the Thirteenth would be a 
loss of public confidence. But 
on this Friday the Thirteenth 
confidence is at an unusually 
high point. 
Confidence is so high today 
that it leads some to shake their 
gray locks in wariness. They 
remember that confidence often 
hits a peak just when the econ­ 
omy is ready to turn down from 
causes the public hasn’t noted. 
Why are businessmen as well 
as the general public so free 
right now in expressing confi­ 
dence? And what could under­ 
mine this state of euphoria? 
Take the obvious causes of 
contentment first. 
The stock m arket averages 
have been setting a steady pro­ 
cession of new peaks. True, ris 
ing stock prices are a result of 
don’t own any shares, feel bet 
ter when the m arket is going 
up. They reason that those in 
the know must be sure of better 
days ahead. 
Closer at home are personal 
incomes. The total keeps on ris­ 


ing from many causes—larger 
wage scales, overtime work, in­ 
creased dividends, higher re­ 
turns from savings. And now 
disposable 
personal 
incomes 
ar© going up due to the cut in 
federal income tax rates. 
Employment totals have been 
rising, too. This is small com­ 
fort to the more than four mil­ 
lion officially estimated as un­ 
employed. But those who do 
have jobs feel confident of abil­ 
ity to m eet next month’s pay­ 
ments on their various forms of 
debt. 
The cold war bothers people 
less right now. There are many 
trouble spots, and still more 
potential ones, but compared to 
some past years the picture to­ 
day is less frightening. 
What could upset all this? 
At home, the big uncertain­ 
ties just now center on the ef­ 
fects of the tax cut. Confidence 
is a fine thing. A boom-and- 
bust psychology isn’t. And this 
will be watched closely. If con­ 
sumers went on a spree, spent 
too much, went too far into 
debt, the results could be dis­ 
astrous. So would any overex­ 
pansion by Industry. 


For all the unlikeliness right 
now, inflation could then be­ 
come a problem again. And so 
could the loss of the dollar’s 
prestige abroad. A cut in the 
purchasing power of the dollar 
would more than eat up any 
benefits from a tax cut. 
The first battleground, if such 
a boom showed signs of break­ 
ing forth, would be in the field 
of monetary control. Those who 
want easy money as the best 
way to feed a growing economy 
would fight it out with those 
who want dear money as the 
best safeguard against an over­ 
heated boom leading to a bust. 
There 
are 
several 
reasons 
why many think this Friday the 
Thirteenth sees no immediate 
/dangers of such a showdown. 
Business expansion plans, al­ 
though being beefed up as con­ 
fidence grows, are still in line 
with the current realities. Most 
business executives have shown 
caution 
throughout the 
three 
years of the business upswing. 
Inventories are in trim shape, 
on 
the 
whole. 
Overextended 
stocks have often triggered, and 
certainly made worse, business 
downturns in the past.

flexibility 
a n d 
strength. In other words — d e­ 
spite o u r unparalelled 
stand­ 
ard of l i v i n g , despite our 
good food and our m any play­ 
grounds, despite our em phasis 
on school athletics — the m ajor­ 
ity of our young people are phy­ 
sical weaklings. 
Where better to start this pro­ 
gram than on the elem entary le ­ 
vel? Moral fitness, m ental f i t ­ 
ness, social fitness and full in­ 
tellectual growth are essential 
in the broad base of education

1 plains how He is a king. Truth 
; is His realm and in this, every­ 
one who has a connection with 
I truth recognizes His kingship. 


Tax Equalizer 
Ruling Rapped 


Cuyahoga Official 
Rtfusad to Comply 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Cuya­ 
hoga County Auditor Ralph J. 
Perk says he will appeal to the 
U.S. Supreme Court an order 
for him to equalize real estate 
tax assessments between resi­ 
dential and commercial prop­ 
erty. 
He referred to an order from 
the Ohio Board of Tax Appeals 
which resulted from a recent 
decision by the Ohio Supreme 
Court. 
The order, which said there 
must be equalization between 
classes of property instead of 
just equality within each prop­ 
erty class, brought from Perk a 
charge that this would raise the 
homeowner’s taxes. 
“ I will never stand for such 
a silly approach to taxation,” 
he said. “I will fight this with 
every legal means available.' 
Perk aded he would 
go 
to 
Columbus next week and ask 
Gov 
James A. Rhodes to call 
the General Assembly into ses­ 
sion in an attempt to change 
Ohio's tax laws. 
The mandate resulted from a 
suit by the Park Investment Co. 
of Cleveland in a dispute over 
taxes on land holdings. The ac­ 
tion said that residential prop­ 
erty in Cuyahoga County was 
assessed at 36 per cent of so­ 
called true value, while com­ 
mercial property carried a 49.5 
per cent assessment. 
Tax Appeals Board Chairman 
Merrill D. Brothers, Columbus 
Democrat, and Vice Chairman 
Robert 
E. 
Zellar, 
Zanesville 
Republican, 
signed the order. 
Member Edwin F. Sawicki of 
Cleveland, a Democrat, said in 
a dissenting statement that the 
order does not go far enough. 
Brothers said Cuyahoga is one 
of 14 Ohio counties currently 
reassessing all their real prop­ 
erty. Counties are required by 
law to reappraise real property 
every six years. 
Auditor Perk frequently

quoted as saying he would “go 
to jail” before raising resident­ 
ial property taxes while lower­ 
ing property taxes for commer­ 
cial operators.

And for one 
to wash the feet of the others 
was to declare himself the serv­ 
ant of them all. 
So, Jesus waited to see what 
they would do. When it became 
apparent that they would do 
nothing, Jesus, Himself, per­ 
formed the lowly office the 
disciples were top proud to dis­ 
charge. 
Instead of chastising them 
for their pride and stubborn­ 
ness, Jesus forgives them, lay­ 
ing down a great fundamental 
law for all of life: as He has 
set the example, so should they 
all follow.

Pilate was a Roman citizen 
who had been appointed pro­ 
curator of Judea by Tiberius, 
Emperor of the Romans. From 
the start of his administration 
he had incurred the wrath and 
hatred of the Jews. But, though 
they opposed him, he was able 


tempting to have Jesus released. 
In not instantly ordering the re­ 
lease of Jesus, Pilate lowers 
nimself to the level of the Jews. 
Then he attem pts to placate 
them by having Jesus scourged 
and 
mocked. 
Following 
tha 
scourging, Pilate is again con 
fronted with Jesus. Listening to 
Him, he becomes convinced of 
His innocence and greatness, 
and he once more sought to 
have Him released. 
The Jews will have none of it, 
catch Pilate in a trap, and de­ 
mand Christ s death. To save 
his own position, Pilate has no 
other 
choice

deliver 
Christ for crucifixion. 
Now Pilate wished only to in­ 
sult and provoke these Jewa 
who had driven him into a com­ 
er, and made him, a Roman of­ 
ficer, give an innocent man up 
to crucifixion.

A four-stage Blue Scout rocket 
blasted off right on schedule at 
6:40 a.m. with the gold - plated 
payload in its nose. But 30 
minutes later the Air Force re­ 
ported the fourth stage of the 
booster failed to ignite. 
A statement said the payload 
separated from the fourth stage 
“ and some useable data was 
received.” 
Preliminary 
estimates indi­ 
cated the 33 - pound package 
reached an altitude of several 
hundred miles before plunging 
back to a fiery re-entry destruc­ 
tion above the Atlantic.
